A. Mission of EIC Subcomnittee on Economic Policy In The Communist Countries 
Tne mission of the MIC Subcommittee on Economic Policy in the 

Communist Countries is to previde an orenanigzational framework for 

. ; xvelating current economic developments to under- 

lying economic magnitudes and basic economic policies in and among the 

various communist countries, 


B. Membership and Organization 


2. Representatives of other sovernment departments and agencies 
may Darticipate as Associate Mambers of the Subcomaiittee upon approval 
of the BIC, 


- Subcommittee members and associate members may designate for 
ipation in any particular function of the Subcommittee individuals 
m their asencies who (1) have special expertise, or (2) have special 
uirements for expert opinion on the Subcommitteo function. Such 
participation need not be subject to the approval of the BIC. 
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4. The Chairman of the Subcommittee is cesignated by the RIC, and 


the Central Intelligence Agency provides the permanent Sceretariat. The 
Subcommittee may set up ad hoe working sroups as necessary to assist in 
carrying out any of its assigned functions. 


C. functions 


1. As the standins interasency economic intelligence group of 
professional and technical personne] in the field of Economic Policy in 
che Communist Countries, the Subcommittee shall perform the following 
winimum functions: 


{a) Arranse for frequent exchanges of view on current economic 
developments having sipalticant pearing on tne economic policies of the 
communist countrics,. Record the proceedings of such meetings for 
circulation, without specific prior anproval from the HIC, as Subcommittee 
minutes, 
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(>) Provide a forum, when needed, for explanation, or coordination, 
estimates of major agerezative indexes (e.9., national budsets, mili- 
tary expenditures, and gross agricultural output) of the economies of the 
communist countries. 
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{e) With the guidance of curre Priority National Meonomic 
futellisenece Objectives, identify significant research and collection 
deficiencies in its field of respons lity and 
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(d) Develop and report not less than annually to the LIC ways in 
which these recopniged research deficiencies could be, or are being, 
corrected and ways in which improvements could be, or are being, made in 
economic intellisence collection requirements and in the distribution and 
processing of economic intelligence information. 


(e) Facilitate review of proposals for external rescarch contracts 
nm its field in accordance with the provisions of DCID 3/1 using the 
procedures adopted by the EIC, (See SIC-D-112/1, 5 June 1958, Procedures 
cor EIC Review of Proposed US Governmental External Keonomic Research 
ontracts Involving More Than $5,000.) . 
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(£) Produce, on its own initiative (with EIC. approval), or when 
airected by tie EIC, interdepartmental economic tutelligernce on subjects 
in its field which transcend the competence of a single department or 
agency. ‘the production of the Subcommittee will normally be limited to 
khe preparation and circulation of the minutes of its mectings. 


2. In addition to the minimum functions outlined above, the

(a) Assist or advise agencies in the programming of research in 
order to minimize duplication and assure as offective a distribution 
of research effort as is practical in view of cach agency's responsi- 
uiliities,. 


(>) Provide sn opportunity for the review and comparison of 
methodologies utilized in research in the field covered py the Subcommittee.

ments for research which are recognized by the members of the 
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Operating Procedures 
“The Subcommittee shall establish its own operating procedures 
subject toa the following conditions: 


1. Tt shall mect in formal session at least once each fiscal 
year Co prapara gud appveve Lis Anmutl Report to the HIG. The Annual 
Report will be responsive to the request of the ETC Seerctartat and 
will cover the activities of tha Subcommittee in fulfilling its missions 
as outlined in C, above. ‘The Subcommittea will schedule other meetings 
as required to fulfill its missions. The Subcomiitteea will be expected 
to mect frequently; given the scope of its responsibilities, montily 
meetings will normally be anticivated. ‘ 
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2. The Subcommittee Secretariat shall provide all wembers of tie 
EIC, the Subconmnittec, and the IC Secretariat with copies of the agenda 
and minutes of its mectings. The minutes should be cleared in detail 
by the Chairman of the Subcommittee before circulation, and should be 
verified for accuracy with the principal participants. 

3. Reports and recommendations which have been approved by the 
Subcommittce may be transmitted to the BIC without comment. In case of 
dissent, the transmittal must be accompanied by an appropriate statement, 
prepared by the dissenter(s), advising the HIC of the nature and substance 
of the dissent, , 
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
